CAVEirr: What are you doing these days? 

ABBIE HOFFMAN; Building a house with a group of friends, 
a collective^ experirnentiJig with new life styles^ writing 
more - an article is coming out in Harpers re testing limits 
of free speech; doing research on a book; was bus ted on "set 
up" by the NYCPD - facing mandatory life. CAVETT said rules 
would not allow HOFFMAN to plead his case on TV but HOFFMAN 
stated he had no compulsion to not talk or write about it 
because theyv>have all been on trial one way or another in the 
last 12 years • « 

JERRY RUBIN: Stated he was living in San Francisco, not married^ 
and is getting in touch with himself amd his body* He is living 
a quieter life but a evolutionary life.

CAVETT: Why aren't . the old tactics being used now? 

TOM HAYDEN: Replied that the situation today is different, 
the last time they were in congress together was when they

that committee which weakened the committee and because of 
them this committee changed its name; now he can teach a 
class with some congressional aids in a sub-committee room 
in the House of Representatives.

A by-product of the demonstrat 
of the 1960's and the Civil Rights Movement was a changed atmosphe 
in the country which permitted the election of desireable people. 
Certain things can now happen within congress^ particularly cuttin 
off aid for Indochina. 
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CAVETT: Do they get any credit or do they think they were 
responsible for the end of the Vietnam War? 

ABBIE HOFFMAN: Thinks they went to Chicago in I968 to 
oppose the war in Vietnam and other reasons such as raalsm 
in the country, oppose policies of the people who were then 
in power « Replied that the people who opposed the war were 



RICHARD MXON was in the final analysis a good thing because 
now we are seeing the U5 iioVernment in all ics nakedntfss, 
corruption and brutality. Stated they were not aware of 
what was going to happen in Chicago. They went there to 
protest the policies of the US Government. Stated they 
were not a conspiracy then or now^ that they were lucky 
to physically survive Chicago and lucky to survive all 
the Government threats to them. 

JERRY RUBIN: We were in physical danger at all times 
but due to thrust of their actions he did not regret 
it. Thinks the 1960's were one of the greatest periods 
in American History - proud to be part of a generation 
that did what th^did as everything they did has been proven 
correct - we did things in the 1960*s which added to the 
dfcnise of the government*; I acted on my beliefs 

and am not interested in any credit • I acted because I 
was outraged about what my Government was doing in Vietnam 
and the quality of life in America. 

CAVETT: How much did you plan what people might call your 
bizarre actions? Was there a game plan or philosophy of 
when or whe)inbtto to bresOc the law? 

ABBIE HOFFMAN: Ko, but there was a kind of spiK^i^ you 
might want to put forth which would encourage spontaneous outrage 
on the part of the people - we were not a carefully organized 
conspiracy, we were not the kind of movement that existed in 
the 30 's of tightly organized groups; we were not based on 
carefully thought out plans or sterile ideological committment; 
our struggle was a struggle that grew out of moral outrage^ it 
grew out of personal experiences which were witnessed and absorbed 
the ideas we had were not ideas that grew out of books, they were

JERRY RUBIN: The struggle grew out of outrage but there 
was a strategybecause in the early 1960*s we were a vocal 
minority and the media was uninterested in publishing the 
facts of war In Vietnam and we did plan activities that would 

get attention of the media to then influence and mobilize 
public opinion against the immoralities of the country* 

CAVETT: Was it worth it? 

JERRY RUBIN: None of us were worried at any time about 
breaking the lawlsause the law was immoral* 

CAVETT: Was there any guilt for what you did or caused? 

ABBIE HOFFMAN: Felt guilty for having to attack other people 
due to thei Indifferences of ideals j but not for any actions 
in the/&/%gainst the Government* 

CAVETT: How about the people in the movement who blew themselves 
up^ any guil^ about them? 

JERRY RUBIN: I don^t feel any guilt because feeling guilty 
implies a lack of responsibility and I take responsibility 
for everything I did* The people in the movement took 
reeponsibility for their action* No body did what they did 
on orders from an^ hierarchy but acted because of their own 
personal motivatibns* There is a collective mass guilt in this 
country because^ q^^l^ens in this country do not take 
responsibillty/oeln^evil in the way it oppresses black people, 
putting people in Jail^and the war in Vietnam. 

CAVETT: Was their action at the Chicago trial cooly calculated? 

TOM HAYDEN: They were aware they were not in a normal situation, 
not a normal courtroom or Justice Department; referred to recently 
released FBI documents which set forth FBI program starting in 
1968 for getting rid of the New Left Movement* They knew they 
were in the hands of an extra-legal operation that became 
Watergate. He stated 33O FBI agents worked on their indictment 
and 37 witnesses were called against them. Said we needed to 
go out and speak and mobilize the people and had to do it 
knowing we were going to be accused of illegal acts for doing 
Just that. 
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JERRY RUBIN: Stated we were not the victims of the Chicago 
trial, we were privileged to be on trial and to be covered by TV. 
Stated that after the Chicago trial, people looked on the court 
system in the US with a lack of respect and authority* Stated 
America is committing serious crimes # 

REKKTE DAVIS: We tried to say that the legal system In this 
country is not in tune with Justice, Not everyone agreed 
with our policies or style^ but we made people conscious of 
corruption of the system, 

TOM HAYDEN: It is ironic that the same people who wanted 
to send us to Jail are now in Jail themselves and we are out 
on the streets. Justice is still Political, Politically our 
case has been made and the case of those who wanted to silence 
the movement becoming increasingly discredited, 

CAVETT: Are there any courts you respected? 

TOM HAYDEN: We didn't like the way the system of Justice 
functioned, we were In various courts and were sometimes 
able to win, but you can have a good verdict and still say 
that the system that dispenses the verdict is rot ten « 

CAVETT: What is going on today? 

JERRY RUBIN: The 60*s were issue oriented, in the 70 's the 
people are going Inward and discovering themselves. The 
movement is by no means dead. Society is in great crisis 
and the country is falling apart. There is a spiritual 
and cultural renaissance going on in this country, 

CAVETT: What part do any of you pl€Ui to play? 

JERRY RUBIK: The late 70 's are going to combine the action 
tactics of the 60 *s with the Intouch feelings of the 70*8, 
The most important thing going on is the Women's Movement 
because that breaks down the whole structure of society. 
Women are discovering their power. There were women active 
in the Yipples but they didn't have a chance to express 
themselves because of male chauvinism in the movement and 
society. JUDY GUMBO and NAIJCY KURSHAK were women in the 
Yipples, The men dominated, however, and that is one of 
the reasons why the movement dissintergrated. 
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CAVETT: What do radicals live on when they are radlcallzihS 
and where do you get your Income? 

RENNIE MVIS: Most of us get our money from people who 
support c?ur work, but there is little of it and no life 
style attached to it. Generally get money out of speaking 
or. contrilautlons from people who support the kind of vision 
we strive to work for# 

JERRY RUBIN: Commented he got money from stealing. The 
rich get their money from owning the natural resources 
of our world - the real question should be where the rich 
get their money • 

ABBIE HOFFMAN: During and after the trial we got alot 
of money giving speeches, writing books; almost all the 
money was absorbed into the trial but the IRS did investigate, 
at least against me, and assessed me for money that was donated 
for ths trial. The IRS was definitely used by the Kixon 
Administration to fight protest movement • 

CAVETT: What if a kid gets hold of some of your old rheotorlc 
and says X^m going to throw a bomb into a munltlous plant, what 
would you tell him? 

ABBIE HOFFMAN: Used "never met a man who was corrupted by a 
book or anything The use of bombs at that particular wrment 
will be the correct m,ethod - I think tactics of struggle are 
decided by the people who engajge In struggle and if they* re 
good the tactics will fit - hard to Judge tactics - the act 
would have to be tied to some goal, why was the person doing 
it and every thing* 

TOM HAYDEK: I can understand the spirit of the person but 
I don*t think it would be the most effective thing to do 
right now because what you really have to do Is blow up 
what is in peoples heads that keeps them from seeing what is 
going on. " ' 
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Following the appearance of HOFFMAN, RUBIN, DAVIS 
and HAYDEN, DICK CAVETT conducted an added i hour discussion 
with JEFFREY ST. JOHN , political commentator and author, 
and FRAr4 GRIFFIN, Illinois State Chairman of the Young 
Americans for Freedom, who were designated as a "conservative" 
panel to comment on statements made by the "radicals'* for the 
purpose of adding "balance" to the program. 

During this "rebuttal" period, ST. JOHN and GRIFFIN 

did not refute individual statements made by the 4 radicals 
but pointed out that the 4 are really reactionaries who were 
"basically dishonest, morally corrupt, ruthless nihilists", 
that they dldn*t say "anything is Justified if the cause is 
moral" but inferred that any tactics they could use were 
Justified; that they didn*t advocate violence, they Just 
didn't denounce it, and allowed physical force to solve 
their problems. ST. JOHN characterized them as "4 little 
dictators looking for a dictorshlp", that they were very adapt 
at evading Issues they wanted to evade; that they were not 
concerned with people and noted that the Left never supported 
efforts to abolish the draft because it was an issue with them 
to be used against the Government, which to them was more 
important. He stated th«3l were U people committed to irrational 
behavior, that they believed the system of Government in the 
US wouldn't work and wanted us to change over to a Socialist 
system. He stated that TOM HAYDEN was interested in power, not 
♦n issues, but he did not consider him an intellectual. GRIFFIN 
noted that what Is relevant is the damage the 4 did during the 
Vietnam war in that North Vietnam held out longer because of 
their actions. She stated that the 4 are all has-beens", 
with the exception of HAYDEN who with his wife. JANE FONDA", 
are working for their cause which concerns POW^in Vietnam. 

AiiJtcudK the various statements made by HOFFMAN, 
RUBIN, DAVIS and HAYDEN during the program indicated a 
hostile attitude towards the US Government, it is not 
felt that any of the statements are in violation of Federal 
law and no addltonal action is deemed necessary.

Hoffmem was a defendant in the matter entitled 
TJnited States of America vs* David T« Dellinger^ Et Al,r 
in United States District Court (USDO* Chicago, the trial 
coimnonly known as the Conspiracy Seven (Anti-Riot Law) 
trial, in the period September 2H, 1969 to February 18, 
1970»' He was convicted' of the substantive Anti-Riot Law 
violation for which tried, however, in January, 1973 that 
charge was dismissed at the request of the Governnent, 
when in November, 1972, the United States Court of Appeals 
(USCA), 7th Circuit, Chicago, reversed the conviction and 
remanded for a new trial, if the Government so desired* 

On February IH, 1970, near the end of the 
above trial, Hoffman was cited by trial Judge Julius J» 
Hoffman for criminal contempt of court on 23 separate 
counts, as a result of his actions and statements in 
court during that trial. He was sentenced to a total of 
eight months in the custody of the Attorney General, bond 
was denied and on February m, 1970, he was incarcerated 
in Cook County Jail, Chicago, 

On February 28, 1970, the USCA, Chicago, issued 
an order for the release of Hoffman, on bond, set in the 
amount of $25,000* 

On Kay 11, 1972, the USCA reversed the contempt 
convictions of Hoffman and remanded them to the USDC, Chicago, 
for a new trial before ^ judge other than the original trial 
judge.

In response to a question by Cavettt "What are 
you doing these days?"*, Hoffman replied! Building a hotIM 
with a group of friends ^ a collective; experimenting 
with new life styles; writing more - an article is 
coming out in Harpers re testing limits of free speech; 
doing research on a book; wasbuifeed on *set up^ by the 
NYCPD • facing mandatory life* Cavett said rules would 
not allow Hoffman to plead his case on TV but Hoffman 
stated he had no compulsion to not talk or write about 
it because they have all been on trial one way or another 
in the last l2 years* 

In response to a question by Cavett , '^Do they 
get any credit or do they think they were responsible 
for the end of the Vietnam War?", Hoffman replied; 
Thinks they went to Chicago in 196 8 to oppose the war 
in Vietnam and other reasons such as racism in the country, 
oppose policies of the people who were then in powers 
Pxeplied that the people who opposed the war were responsible 
for ending the war^ Stated the election of Richard Nixon 
was in the final analysis a good thing because now we are 
seeing the United States Government in all its nakedness, 
corruption and brutality* Stated they were not avjare of 
\fhat was going tolnppen in Chicago. They went there to 
protest the policies of the United States Government. 
Stated they were not a conspiracy then or now, that they 
were lucky to physically survive Chicago and lucky to 
survive all the Government threats to them. 

In response to a question by Cavett, •*How much 
did you plem what people might call your bizarre actions? 
Was there a game plan or philosophy of when or when not 
to break the law?*^ Hoffman replied ffo^ but there was a kind 
of spirit you might want to put forth which would encourage 
spontaneous outrage on the part of the people • we were not 
a carefully organized conspiracy > we' were not the kind of 
aoveaent that existed in the 30 's of tightly organized groups; 
we: were not based on carefully thought out plans or sterile ^ 
ideological commitment; our struggle was a struggle that 
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Howard Hoffman 

grew out of moral outrage, it grew out of personal 
eJicperiencBS which were witnessed and absorbed; the 
ideas that grew out of action and struggle* Sone of 
the outrageous acts were done because we were fighting 
in an electronfc jungle which allowed one minute to get 
across the message. 

In response to a question by Cavett, "What if 
a kid gets hold of some of your old rhetoric and says 
^I'm going to throw a bonib into a miinitious plant, what 
'would you tell him? "j Hoffman replied, using quotes, 
"never met a man who was corrupted by a book or anything" 
The use of bombs at that particular moment will be the 
correct method - I think tactics of struggle are decided 
by the people who engage in struggle and if they're good 
the tactics will fit - hard to judge tactics - the act 
would have to be tied to some goal, why was the person 
doing it and everything*
